Anſw, flismerit was not ours by originall poſſeſſ 
on, or cleaving in us (as fnne is from Adam ) but on- 
ly by relation and application, and this meere grace, 
that wee never thinking on any ſuch thing, God 
found this way for our redemption, Rom. 5. 8, 10. 
and that he applyeth his Sonnes redemption unto

An'w, It doth on ſomethings, but not on all, for 
ſecing his will is moſteffeftuall,therfore not only are 
theſe things done,which he wold have done,bur they

would have ſome things done neceſſarily, and ſome 
things contingently ; and therefore he hath for ſome 
things fittedineceſfary cautes, by force whereof they 
are neceſfarily done; and forfome things contingent 
cauſes,whereby they are contingently dune. And ſe- 
ng his will is unchangeable, and noc letted, it fol- 
loweth,that not onely choſe things are done which 
hee would to: have done, but alfo thofe things are 
done contingenely, or necefſarity, which hee would 


have fo to be done: fo things have ſuch 'a neceflity, as |

Secondly, asa King or Father, which power hee 
uſer? of his goodnefle, and ſathcient grace, with the 
intendement of the creatures good alto, and therupon 
maketh atonement with men, that they might ſerve 
him, not ſo much of duty and neceſſity, as of tree,and 
voluntary obedience : wherefore his commandement 
hath ſtipulations or duties required of us,and promi- 
ſes of further good, to be performed unto us: And the 
covenants of God with men are of two forts ; 

1 Legall, when upon condition of preſent, and 
continued obedience to all his precepts, hee promi- 
{eh life etermall. 

2 Evangelicall, when upon condition of repen- 
tance, faith, and newneſlc of life, hee promiſeth for- 
giveneſſe of tinnes, and erernall life through Chrilt. 

Thirdly,as Judge &avenger,which power he exerci- 
ſeth, when men forgetting or neglefing hiscovenant 
made out of his love, and grace, do finne, and pro- 
voke his wrath, whereupon hee inflifteth puniſhment 
on the bodies and ſoules of finners. There is nut, nor 
can be imagined, a greater dominion, ſoveraignty, 
and power,than the Creator hath over his creatures; 


for itbeing abſolute, hee may nullifie, and bring to 


1-2 nothing 
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nothing his creatures, as hee made them of nothing, 
if he ſo pleaſe, and ſo long as the creature hath beei 
he may command it wholly, and every part : and this 
ower anddominion is ſo proper to God,as it cannot 
to any other, 

After the finne of man, there was due to all 
mankind, Gods wrath, and our cternall puniſhment: 
but God pitying our miſery, hath reſtored us by . 
grace in Chrilt, whereupon ariſerh another right, and 
ſoveraignty, which God hath over us, nor onely as 
Creator, but as reſtorer; in which name hee hath 

wer to command, and wee arc in duty to obey.
